e November 24, 2014 — Reported as 2 oz. of hydrazine at Duke Energy — Beckjord;
substance was confirmed to be water.

EMA received two information requests since September 18, 2014. The first request was for
parcels of land located at 1981 James E. Sauls Sr. Drive (IRG Batavia |, LLC; Ford Motor Batavia

Transmission Plant; ZF Batavia, LLC) and 2035 Front Wheel Drive (United Way Mercury Response;

Northside Health Center Mercury) in Batavia Township. The second request was for 527 Lila
Avenue (Milford Main Middle School) in Milford. There was nothing to report for any of these
locations.

Annual Exercise

The Wayne Township hazmat spill response in August, 2013 has been approved by SERC for full-
scale exercise credit for the first year of the 4 year cycle. We have met 8 of the 13 required
objectives that must be tested during the 4 year exercise cycle.

The Duke Energy — Beckjord Station — Ohio River Diesel Spill on August 18-23, 2014 in Pierce
Township has been approved by the SERC for functional credit for the year 2. We met 4 of the 5
objectives tested in this incident. The group reviewed the corrective action plan for Objective 1:
Initial Notification and the recommended actions for the LEPC from the Duke Energy After-Action
Report.

Clermont County will not be eligible for any additional real world incidents during Years 3 and 4 as
only 2 real world incidents are allowed during the 4 year cycle,.

We need to begin planning for a functional exercise for FY16 to test the EOC. The exercise is
tentatively scheduled for the spring of 2016.

Budget A copy of the budget is attached to the minutes.

Hazardous Material | The 21 Year HMEP Grant closed on September 30, 2014. A minimal amount of surplus will be
Emergency rolled over to 2015.

Preparedness

(HMEP) Grant

The 22" Year Grant Application was due on December 15, 2014 to OEMA with a performance
period of October 1, 2014 through September 30, 2015. EMA did not apply due to the new grant
guidance and activities and the short window of opportunity. The grant can no longer pay for
LEPC staff time to update the HazMat Plan. The grant allows for hiring contract support to update
plans and coordinate exercises.

EMA has received a Duke Energy Training Grant in the amount of $5,000.00. These funds will be
dedicated to the Functional Exercise in 2016.

A PUCO (Public Utilities Company of Ohio) Planning and Training Grant is available. We will apply
for this grant in 2015 to support our Functional Exercise in 2016. While no local match is required,
it was noted that bonus points are received if there would be a local match.

EMA Report

The All-Hazard Mitigation Plan was adopted on March 5%, 2014 by the BCC. We have one (1) year
from the date of the adoption by the Board of County Commissioners to get all of the Townships,
Villages and Cities to adopt the Plan. At this time, we are waiting on the Village of Neville to
submit the adoption resolutions.

The Ohio Safe Room Rebate Program provides a rebate to Ohio Homeowners for the purchase
and installation of safe rooms. Homeowners selected for the program are eligible for a rebate of
75% of the cost to purchase and install a safe room up to a maximum of $5,250.00. Interested
residents should apply directly to Ohio EMA at https://ohiosharpp.ema.state.oh.us/SafeRoom
2015/.

Keven will be receiving The Alliance for Chemical Safety Award and will be recognized at the
Alliance Awards Banquet on January 21, 2015. The Alliance’s mission is to promote public
understanding and involvement in chemical risk management.

Duke Energy

Pam Haverkos announced that Tom Patt, Environmental Coordinator with Duke Energy, will be
retiring on March 1, 2015 after 37 years. Tom provided a letter of resignation to the LEPC.

Tom Patt reported that the Duke Energy — Beckjord Power Plant has transitioned into the shut-
down mode. The property will remain with Duke and the facility will eventually be demolished.
Mark Schmidt is the new Plant Operation Manager.

The Zimmer Power Plant is in the process of being sold to Dynegy, Inc. If approved on January 29,
2015, the sale should be finalized on February 1, 2015.
